A BIG STEEL FLOATING DOCK. 


New Orleans Will Have the Largest 
-Dock in World. 

Washington, May 1,—The big steel 
floating deck to be located at Algiers, La., 
near New. Orleans; and now building by 
the Merlan Stee} Company, is practically 
completed: and Admiral Endicott. who 
designed the big structure, went to Balti- 
more today to inspect it. It is the largest 
floating dry dock in the world. Over 
13,000,000 pounds of steel have been used 
in its construction, and as it is more than 
half submerged, thetowing of such a vast 
and unwieldiy bulk is a formidable under- 
taking. THe start will be made some 
time in September, a number of powerful 
tugs bel utilized. The dock is 525 feet 
long, 100 feet wide across the entrance, 
with a’*depth of 28 feet over the sili. It 
has a.lifting capacity of 15,000 tons and on 
emergency its high decks will give it ad- 
ditional power of 18,000. It has cost 
$810,000.

Good roads, he 
says, cannot be mede or maintained by 
doing a little work on them once or 
twice a year, and that this is not a bus- 
iness-like way of dealing with a matter 
of such an importance. He advocates a 
contract system of working the roads, 
and says that the present methods are 
defective in many details.

A. FLORIDA STATE DISPENSARY 


Bill Introduced in House Yesterday 
To Establish One. 

Tallahassee, Fla., May 1.—(Special.)— 
In the legislature today the house spent 
practically the whole day discussing the 
primary election law framed by the com- 
mittee named at the last democratic 
state convention. Scores of amendments 
were adopted and the bill only escaped 
final defeat by the adjournment of: the 
house. 

The feature of the day was the intro- 
duction ir the: house by Mr. Wall, of 
Putnam, of a bill to abolish liquor sa- 
loons and establish a state dispensary. 
The bill ts based on the South Carolina 
dispensary law, and a duplicate will be 
introduced in the senate tomorrow. This 
measure is a lobby bill, and its provis- 
ions are as yet known to few legislators 
or gutsiders. It is ffamed to offer a solu- 
tio f the good roads movement which 
has received favorable consideration all 
over Florida for several years past, and 
was made an issue for settlement by the 
last democratic state convention. A new 
and leading feature of the proposed 
Florida dispensary law, provides for the 
expenditure of all net proceeds from the 
dispensary system in constructing mod- 
ern through public highways between 
important points in the state. Support- 
ers of the bill are confident of its pas- 
sage, and claim that under the opera- 
tion of the law $1,000,000 per annum net 
will be available for building good roads. 
Tourist hotels are allowed certain ex- 
emptions under the dispensary regula- 
tions. Wines made from Florida grapes 
and fruits may be sold under liberal dis- 
pensary. 
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STOKES AND WIFE PEACEABLE 


They Conclude To Try and Live 
Happily Together. 

Montgomery, Ala., May ..—(Special.)— 
Night before last a pretty little woman, 
accompanied by a daintily qgttired boy of 
four years, was, upon the telegraphed 
order of E. W. Stokes, of Mobile, taken 
from the northbound Louisville and 
Nashville train here, and jailed on the 
charge of kidnaping. The woman was 
Stokes’s wife, from whom he had been 
separated for two years, and the boy 
was their son. The father lives in Mo- 
bile, and had the custody of the boy. 
The mother lives in Louisville, and 
wanted her son. She came to Alabama 
Sunday and upon reaching Mobile and 
finding that Stokes was absent from 
home for the day. took possession of the 
boy and set out for Louisville.

Emerg- 
ing a moment tater he called upon the 
escaping convict to halt. Capers refused 
to comply with the cook’s command and 
the latter let fly a-charge of duck shot 
with such good effect that it struck the 
convict in his left shoulder.

From Chehaw to Booker Washing- 
ton’s College—Lend To Be Di- 
vided ‘Up Into Forty-Acre 
Tractg and Sold to 
Negroes. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 1.—(Special.)-- 
The recent visit of the millionaire north- 
ern capitalists to Booker Washington's 
school at Tuskegee for the purpose of In- 
vestigating the education of the negro in 
the south, and especially in the line of 
agriculture, has already begun to bear 
fruit. It is now reported that eastern 
capitalists will build a railroad from Che- 
haw, on the Western railroad, direct to 
the school buildings, and that two thou- 
Sand acres of farming lands have been 
secured by the promoters of the dea!. This 
land they propose to divide up into 
forty-acre tracts and sell to negroes on 
long time at 6 per cent interest per ar- 
hum. It is proposed to run the road 
through this land, thus giving good trans- 
portation for the products of the farms.

THIEVES ROB A HOLY ALTAR 


Monumental Episcopal Church in 
Richmond, Va., Rifled. 


COMMUNION SERVICE STOLEN 


Robbers Also Took Off the Alms Ba- 
sin, Collection Plates and the 
Altar EBook Rest. 


Richmond, Va., May 1.—(Special.)—Mon- 
umental Episcopal church, one of the old- 
est and most historic churches in Rich- 
mond, was robbed early this morning, 
suffering its second desecration within 
two years. The ornaments were torn from 
the altar, the sacristy was rifled and a 
large quantity of valuable plate was car- 
ried off. Things presented a_ torn-to- 
pleces and disorderly appearnace when 
the sexton opened the church this morn- 
ing. It is thought the thieves entered the 
church yesterday while open to visitors 
and hid themselves until] p’ght. Voices 


were heard during the after- 
noon, but could not be located. 
The thieves departed through the 
back gate, the lock of which was 
prized off. The rector’s wardrobe, book- 
cases and other repositories were opened 
and their contents scattered. The altar 
book rest, a memorial piece, was torn 
from its base. In the closet, between the 
altar and the sacristy. ihere was a com- 
munion service, which the thieves se- 
cured. The massive silver service, which 
has been in use since the founding of 
the church in 1814, is never kept in the 
church and is safe. The alms basin, fif- 
teen inches in diameter, made of highly 
polished brass, embossed and beautifully 
engraved with ecclesiastical symbols, was 
also taken, as well as six, collection plates. 
The alms basin was a memorial to the 
late Rev. Fenner H. Stickney, a former 
rector of cuca church.

Explosion of a Keg of Yeast in a 
_ Distillery. 


ONE MAN BLOWN INTO PIECES 


Faucet of the Keg Driven Through 
, His Skull—Was a Peculiar 
, . Accident. ,

Lexington, Ky., May 1.—(Special.j— 
Probably the most pecullar accident on 
record in this state happened his mornf- 
ing at Henderson, when Dave Spalding, 
a distiller, met a horrible death by the 
explosion of a keg of veast. He had just 
begun his day’s work at the distillery 
and was in the act of syphoning water 
from a mash tub in which was submerged 
a keg of éveast. 
cause the yeast keg exploded with terrific 
effect, the bottom of the keg blew out, 
hurling the keg upward, and as Spalding 
was standing directly over it he received 
the entire force. ,In the top end of the 
keg was a woodem faucet. This faucet 
was driven into the skull just over the 
left eye, tearing a great hole through 
flesh and bone. Through the ugly breach 
the brains oozed out and fell to the floor 
and several ugly gashes were cut in the 
face and neck, while the forehead was 
badly crushed. .Other employees, attract- 
ed by the loud report, which rattled win-! 
dows in the neighborhood of he distillery, 
rushed to where the dead man lay, but 
turned away faint and sick at the ghastly 
sight. -—Spalding was forty-five years old 
and a widower. He has one son surviv- 
ing him. 

Colonel A. S. Winstead, who has been 
a distiller for twenty-five years, shys 
he never heard of such an aceident. 
Spalding’s fellow employees refused; to 
return to work, so shocked were they by 
the unfortunate occufrence.

COAL OWNERS BACK MINERS 


Move Is Made for the Purpose of 
Bringing Preseure on Govern- 
ment+Subject Comes Up 
in the Commons 

Today. 


London, May 1.—At a meeting of the 
Miners’ Federation held in London this 
morning and attended by delegates from | 
all parts of the United Kingdom, it was| 
recommended that all miners quit work 
unless the coal tax was withdrawn. An- 
other meeting was summoned for May 
7th to finally decide the matter and to 
fixe a date for the stoppage of work 
should that step be resolved upon. 

It is understood that the recommenda- 
tion of the Miners’ Federation will be 
submitted to the miners forthwith and 
that in the event of the men approving 
nearly a million miners will lay down 
their tools when the signal is given. 

Whether or not the miners will actually 
strike depends largely on the trend of the 
discussion of the coal tax resolution which 
comes up in the house of commons tomor- 
row. Although it is generally supposed 
the coal owners have been backing the 
miners with the object of bringing pres- 
sure on the government to modify the 
coal taxation project, there are signs of 
a division of opinion since the federation 


reached its decision and some of the influ- 


ential owners, especially those not export- 
ing coal, are counseling prudence, The 
miners’ reason for advocating a strike 
appears to be based on fear that the own- 
ers will recoup themselves from the tax 
by an equivalent reduction in | in wages.

ports of the archipelago were closed, 
Major Hawkes and Mr. Meiklejohn are 
the only ones to receive any sort of pun- 
ishment. Hawkes, who was connected 
vith the affair simply as the agent and 
premoter of the syndicate of officials in 
the war department, after the scheme 
collapsed was given an appointment as 
efficer of the port at Lilo, and before 
he reached that place was dismissed from 
the service by Secretary Root on the 
ground, as stated by the secretgry, that 
he had made an improper use of his of 
ficial position. What object there is /in 
delaying the investigation, unless: it is to 
Weary those who are pressing the 
charges, it is not easy to see. If delayed 
until December it may be expected that 
congress will take hold of the matter in 
a determined way that will produce re- 
sults. 

Now come the scandalous disclosures 
of commissary frauds at Manila. When 
the first report of these disclosures was 
made by the representative of the As- 
sociated Press at Manila, there was a 
studied effort on the part of Washing- 
ton officialdom to create the impres- 
sion that not only was there no truth 
in reports, but that the man who sent 
the news was unworthy of considera- 
tion.

The 
disclosures ar® most scandalous.

It is due the 
persons involved, as well as the cuun- 
try, that there should be prompt inves- 
tigation into all charges and _ the 
prompt punishment of all offenders. It 
is unfortunate that the hemp investi- 
gation has been delayed; it is scandal- 
ous that Neely and Rathbone have so 
long been allowed bc escape trial...

All the 
joliy milkman had to do was to bear down a 
little harder on the pump handle for a few days 
after being caught to recoup his fine. Fines 
of $50 and more, such as are often imposed in

WHIPPED: BY BOSS 

Women Prisoners at Stockade Com- 

; plained of Her. 

THE MATTER IS INVESTIGATED 


Duncan Girl’s Sister Said She Way 
Punished Unmercifully. 


DR. WOOD FAILS TO FIND EVIDENCE 


Commissioner Collier Deplores Fact 
That Prisoners Have To Be 
Whipped. 


The report that qa negro girl had been 
brutally whipped at the city stockade 
caused the mayor to take immediate steps 
yesterday to investigate the matter. Com- 
so aes of Public Works Collier was 
notified ahd Dr. Willlam S. Wood, the 
city physician for the third ward, was 
dispatched at. once to the city prison to 
make an examination of the woman said 
to have been subjected t? undue puthsh- 
ment. 

The girl in the case was Lillie May 
Dunean, who is about seventeen years 
old. She had been whipped, ft was ad- 
mitted. but officials connected with the 
stockade deny that she was beaten un- 
mercifully. Dr. Wood, in his report to 
the commissioner of public works, states 
that, after a caref{y] examination of the 
Duncan girl, he discovered no signs that 
would justify any statement that she had 
been cruelly treated. 

The girl, it seems, was whipped several 
days ago. It was the seccnd punishment 
she had received while she has been an 
inmate of the city prison. Her sister, 
who is employed by & family at Decatur, 
called at the mayor's office and reported 
that the girl had been terribly mistre:ted 
by the whipping boss at the stockade. 
Upon that complaint the mayor began his 
investigation. 

Men and Women Whipped. 

Both the men and women prisoners at 
the city, prison, it appears, ara punishéd 
for certain offenses. The weapon used is 
a whip made of a piece of leather abnut 
three inches wide. The superintendent 
at the stockade prescribes the number of 
licks that the offender is to receive and 
the whipping boss carries out these in- 
structions. j 

According to Commissioner Collier, the 
Duncan girl was whipped upon complaint 
of the other women. prisoners, who com- 
plained that the girl had been guilty otf 
the grossest vulgarity. She wa3, corrected 


Aon several cocasions, but instead of heed- 


ing the advice given she became worse, 
until a formal complaint! was made to 
Superintendent Vining. 

“We dislike to whip any of the prison- 
ers,’’ said Commissioner Collier yester- 
day, “but what else can we do? Unless 
some. punishment is meted out to those 
who have offended against the rules of 
the department we are powerless to make 
thém work or do anything that is re- 
quired of them. This girl is one of the 
worst that we have had to deal with.’’ 


Dr. Wood’s Statement. 
The report which Dr. Wood made after 


fol'ows: 

-“Atianta, Ga., May 1, 1901.—Mr. H. Tt. 
Collier, City—Dear Sir: I was called to 
the city stockade by Superintendent V'n- 
ing to examine Lillie May Duncan, a ne- 
ero girl about seventeen or eighteen years 
of age, for any eviderces on. her person 
indicating that she had been unmercifully 
whipped. After a thorough and careful 
evamination I find absolutely nothing to 
justify any such statement. Yours sin- 
cerely.

One of the attorneys for the treasurer 
stated some days ago that they would 
probably file both a demurrer and an an- 
swer, but the demurrer is important in 
that it gives the attorneys for the treas- 
urer the opening and conc:uding argu- 
ments, which will be made by Hons. Du- 
Pont Guerry and Washington Dessau, of 
Macon. 

If the demurrer is overruled then the 
petition will be argued on its merits and 
that will give Attorney Genera] Terrell 
the opening“and concluding arguments, 
The demurrer filed by Treasurer Park is 


as follows: 


Allen D. Candler, as governor of Georgia, vs. 
Robert E. Park, as treasurer of Georgia. Pe- 
tition for mandamus, etc., in Fulton superior 
court. Demurrer of the defendant, 

And now comes the defendant and demurs to 
the petition for mandamus in the above stated 
case and moves to dismiss the same on the 
following grounds:

HAVE TO PAY $200 YEAR 


Circusés Are Scheduled for $1,000 a 
Day Instead of $500—Tax Com- 
mittee Wants To Get 
Something from the 
Franzhises, 


A special meeting of the tax commit- 
tee of council was he'd yesterday after- 
noon for the purpose of preparing the 
new general tax oruinance for 1901 and 
1902. Those present at the 
were: | 

Alderman M. T. LaHatte, chairman; 
Alderman J. W. Kilpatrick and Coun- 
cilman 8. C. Glass, members of the ¢com- 
mittee, and Cit-- Clerk W. J. Campbell, 
Inspector J. T. Collier. of the tax as- 
sessor’s office; City License Inspector J. 
K. Hunter, City Attorney James L. 
Mayson and Clarence Moore, clerk of the 
tax committee. 

There were several changes in the ofd 
general tax ordinance agreed upon. and 
Clerk Campbell was instructed to rre- 
pare a revised copy which will be pre- 
sented to council in two weeks for con- 
sideration. The new general ordinance 
will become effective July 1st. The com- 
mittee was in session nearly six hours, 
and made a complete revise of the gen- 
eral tax ordinance in operation hereto- 
fore. 

In no instance were prices of city li- 
censes lowered. On the contrary, where 
changes wi. made. it was at an ad- 
vance. The committee was unanimous 
on the idea that more revenue shoutd be 
secured from certain businesses. The 
effort to .tax franchises and easements 
was one of the most important things 
done. . : 

Committee After Franchises. 


The committee recommends that sec- 
tion 18, of the general tax ordinance, be 
amended so that it will read: 


On every $100 in value of all property, 
both real and personal, including ease- 
ments and franchises, and on all moneys, 
bonds, stocks and solvent debts of any 
street or other railroad company in 4 
city of Atlanta, held or owned by suc 
company on the Sist day of January, 
1901, there shall be levied a tax of $1.25, 
and it shall be the duty of the president 
or agent of each company to give in un- 
der oath to the state comptroller gen- 
eral as above stated, railroads and raij- 
road property to be taxed as by general 
law provide 


Another endortant matter was the 
change in date for registering businesses 
and paying licenses. Hereafter the time

Brokers in futures, or agents for bro- 
kers in futures, must pay a license of. 
$500 rer ‘year, in lieu of all other tax. 
Members of the committee wanted to 
put this license up to $1,000. Broom man- 
ufacturers will pay $25, while the larger 
candy makers will be required to take 
out $60 licenses. Dealers in or agents for 
cash registers must pay an annual li- 
cense of $200 as against $60 heretofore 
required. 

The committee likewise put the screws 
to dealers in cigarettes or cigarette pa- 
pers and tobacco at retail, ‘‘whether 
alone or connected with. other bus- 
iriesses."’ In the future these dealers 
will pay $200 a year instead of $25. Cir- 
cuses, “for a dav or part of a day,’’ Were 
raised from $500 to $1,000. Coffin facto- 
ries were raised to $50, and cotton com- 
presses will pay $100 per year instead 
of $50. 

Dealers in second-hand goods of any 
description must pay a vearly license 
of $25. while distillers, detective agencies 
and detectives employed or acting as 
such, must pay $100 each per annum. De- 
benture companies will be reduired to 
pa* $50 a vear, as will furniture facto- 
ries. The license for horse-shoers has 
been withdrawn, and in future Ijcenses 
must be taken out under the head of 
blacksmiths. Mattress makers using 
machinery were raised from $4 to $50. 
Milk depots onerating more than one 
Wagon must pay $2 a year instead of 
$10. 

Telegraph Companies Affected. 


Oil “eddters must pay $25 a vear for 
each wagon, and peddiers in notions, 
who are on foot, will be required to pay 
% per month as against $2 last year. 
Peddlers in fresh meats are to pay-$15 a 
month instead of $7.50. Repair shops are 


‘down for $10 per year, while itinerant 


dealers selling fruit or vegetables from 
cars must pay $25 on each car. Soap 
factories are to pay $60 a year, and *o 
will spring-bed manufacturers, who use 
machinery. 

Telegraph companies, in lieu of other ; 
license or poll tax, must pay $200, an in- 
crease of $100 c year. Tinware manufac- 
turers must pay a yearly license of 0. 
Trading stamp companies will be re- 
quired to nav $200 a year instead of $25. 
Umbrella makers or repairers must pay 
$10 a year. Formeriv these repairers 
were not required to pay any license, 

That part of tne old ordinance fixing 
a license for “contractors or firms con- 
tracting With merchants or railroads for 
hauling,”” was stricken and these con- 
tractors must pay according to the num- 
ber of wagons operated. 

The. reguiat meetine of the tax com- 
mittee will be held this afternoon, be- 
ginning at 3 o’clock.

CALLS IT “VICE IN HIGH LIFE.” 


The Wesleyan Christian Advocate 
on Progressive Euchre, Etc. 

The current issue of The Wesleyan 
Christian Advocate has the following: 

Judge Fite is doing for the good of the com- 
monwealth and the purity of our social life 
a wise and brave work in calling the attention 
of thé grand juries wherever he holds court to 
the investigation of ‘‘progressive euchre par- 
ties,’ and all other games where the play is 
for a prize. Judge Fite boldly and righteous- 
ly calls this ‘“‘gatnbling”’ and declares the: par- 
ticipants indictable by the grand juries, 

This goes into what is called ‘high life,’’ 
among ‘‘the upper set,’’ etc.. But it is. not an 
effort to suppress ‘‘gambling’’ in these quar- 
ters that has come too soon, We doubt if 
ever before the gambling mania was so com- 
mon as it is now. The consequent demoraliza- 
tion affects business as Well as morals, Re- 
cently we had to spend a half day at a hotel 
in one of our cities and there we saw two 
‘“drummers’’ spend the entire afternoon play- 
ing cards, the prize being two dozen cigars. 
The time and labor paid for by their employ- 
ers was stolen,. the business entrusted to them 
was neglected, and the expense of doing bus- 
iness was used in ‘‘gambling’’ for twenty-four 
cigars. 

The mania has taken -hold of the “higher 
circles,’’ and men and women of the ‘‘best 
families’’—the standard being. the shoddy aris- 
tocracy of money—are habitually and unblush- 
ingly engaged in gambling. Wands unused to 
toll are stained with cards:thrown for money. 

At a fecent conference of ministers who serve 
Fifth avenue congregations in New York it 
was affirmed on positive knowledge that a 
large per cent of the Easter contributions were 
won by women at cards on good Friday night, 
and in some instances from college students 
who were their guests during the Easter va- 
eation. And these leaders in the charitable 
work of the congregation were so deep in their 
depravity and so blasphemous in their conduct 
as to offer the winning from games as An 
atonement for the guilt of the sin against God 
and crime against society. 

A further investigation showed that in these 
homes of the vice of gambling. other horrid 
marks of sin are found. These homes are for 
the most part childless, What does a “‘gam- 
bling’’ woman want with a baby? It is an 
incumbrance too heavy to be tolerated, and a 
hindrance to be gotten rid of. What horrible 
crimes follow crime, when a mother allows the 
fascination of the ‘“‘club’’ and gain of its games 
to outweigh the sacred privilege of maternity. 
What dreadful harm does gambling among wo- 
men work then it dries and withcrs the ten- 
derest compassions of the womanly heart and 
nature, 

These pastors say there was a ‘‘riot of law- 
lessness’’ during “‘lent’’ in New York. Need 
we be astounded at this result .when people 
get the idea that religion is mere form and a 
matter of forty days out of the three hundred 
and sixty-five days of the year? What is there 
in the forty days before Easter that makes 
cards and theaters wrong and either right or 
at most a matter of persona! individual pref- 
erence all the other days? Or what is there 
in Cards or theaters during ‘‘lent’’ that is not 
in them all the time? A high authority said 
religion is a matter of daily self-denial and 
cross-carrying, And when people substitute 
their notions for the eternal truth of God when 
they break away from the relation of the old 
Book and take to the opinions and would-be 
advanced notions of men we may expect the 
fiood tides of evil to come in and control. 

We are not so bad in the south yet as they 
are in New York but we are tending in the 
direction they are traveling. It is time to stop 
our devilment.

The least 
sign of a collanse is sure tc be followed by 
a scampering of shorts, who are quite numer- 
ous. There was not much business this morn- 
ing, but the trend appeared to savor the wrong 
side in a smal] way. Texas parties, who ar- 
rived here today, were anything but enthusi- 
nstic as to their views ae to the crop prospects 
so far in their state. Liverpool reported spot 
cotton there 1{-I6d lower. Futures | to 
points. New York rallied’ after the opening 
and sellers withdrew. Texas needs rain in 
many localities; and this strengthens the po- 
sition. In the Liverpool market today spot 
cotton declined to 4 1{7-32, as against 5 
15-32 on the same date last year. The cau- 
tioug element in the trade are attaching no lit- 
tle importance to these figures. The turning 
point, it is believed, cannot be far distant. 
Every pericd of the pretracted holding off by 
spinners is followed by the greatest activity 
as was witnessed last year. The Liverpool 
stock of American is now only 647,000, against 
450.000 inst year.
